FEBRUARY 19TH 
First shots fired in the naval attack on the Dardanelles, February 19, 
1915. “The public will probably never know who it was in the councils of 
| Great Britain who first said the word ‘Dardanelles’ "—"Times” History of the 
War. This statement is probably one of the truest ever made by man, Had 
|} the affair been a success there would have been many claimants. On the 
other hand, it is equally probable that no one man 
was directly responsible for the business. Many 
must have had a hand in it, and as far as the naval 
affair was concerned it is equally certain that.this 
part of our adventures in the Dardanelles must have 
had strong support in certain naval quarters, The 
justification for the venture even to this day remains 
a matter for wrangle. It was considered at the time 
that success would mean the fal! of Constantinople, 
the ejection of the Turks from Europe, and access 
to Russia through the Black Sea with the consequent 
exchange of munitions, stores, and grain. It would 
have had a tremendous effect on the wavering 
Balkan nations; in fact it would have solved the 
whole problem of Constantinople in a measure fatal to German ambition in 
that quarter of the globe. Many would say the gamble was worth while. For 
a gamble it certainly was. One of the questions which had intrigued naval 
and military minds for years was the effectiveness of ships against forts. Up 
to a very late period of our history experience had piaced the advantage with 
the shore batteries. And yet certain naval authorities were in favor of a 
purely naval attack! Certainly times had changed. The destructive powers 
of the guns of a modern ship of war appear to have once again brought doubt 
into the question. No one could say definitely whether the new creations had 
changed the old order of things, That at least must be the presumption, 
And so the great ideas went forward. On this day, February 19, 1915, at 8 a.m, 
the action began. Clearing the entrance to the Strait became an easy problem. 
It was when the ships got themselves into the neck of the bott!e that the 
trouble began. March 18 saw our greatest effort, which ended, with the 
assistance of drift mines, in victory for the forts. It convinced the authorities 
of the futility of the naval schemes alone. Part one was finished. Part two 
was to be even more disastrous.

In the old days when there were no 
vamps in offices, a married man’s contact 
with women was mainly acroks the counter 
or at evening parties to which he was drag- 
ged by his wife, neither of which occasions 
offered much background for philandering 
Most of the women he knew were his wife's 
friends, and, as a matter of fact, he seldom 
got well enough acquainted with a woman 
to be interested in her, So the average man, 
unless he was a born Lothario, never discov- 
ered that there was any other woman than 
his own Maria.

Very often a man who is married to a cold, selfish, self-centred, 
pecvish, whining, neurotic woman finds the sympathy and understand- 
ing and affection for which he is starving in some generous, warm- 
hearted, understanding woman with whom he is thrown in daily contact 
in his office. Very often a woman finds in the man for whom she works | 
those qualities of nobleness and fineness and chivalry which alone she 
could love and which she has found in no other man. 

Sometimes, of course, such affairs are hideously sordid. Sometimes a 
man is mean enough to trade upon a girl's necessity of holding her job, and 
perhaps supporting those who are dependent upon her, by making it con- 
tingent upon her submitting to his amorous advances.

So say we all. But who can teach wisdom in love? For man is fire and 
woman is tow, and there will always be conflagration when they come in con- 
tact with each other.

Reviewing work in the provincial 
legislature and pointing out that 
although the government had a clear 
majority over all other groups, the 
Liberal members nevertheless had 
given every assistance to government 


legislation which was considered for | 


the benefit of the province as a whole, 
W. W. Prevey, Liberal member for Ed- 
monton in the provincial house, told 
a large gathering at a public meeting 
held in the South Side Community 
hall last night, under the auspices of 
the South Side branch of the Edmon- 
ton Liberal Association, that the party 
was strongly opposed to class legisla- 
tion which was of a discriminating 
nature, 

George Buchanan, vice president of 
the South Side Liberal Association, 
acted as chairman, Capt. J. C, Bowen 
and W. R. Howson, leaders in the 
Liberal cause in Edmonton, also ad- 
dressed the meeting. 

Age Pensions 

Continuing, Mr, Prevey inted out 
that the Liberal members in the pro- 
vincial house had insisted that the 
Old Age Pensions bill should be passed 
at the session before last and although 
the Brownlee government had delayed 
passage of the bill until the last ses- 
sion, it was now trying to take credit 
for the legislation which the Liberal 
members had so strongly advocated. 

The speaker declared that he, him- 
self, had pointed out to the govern- 
ment that the province was actually 
losing money by not taking advantage 
of the Old Age Pensions bill, inasmuch 
as the people of Alberta were paying 
texes to the dominion government for 
the support of the Dominion Old Age 
Pensions Act, and could not: receive 
any advantage for these taxes until 
the province of Alberta participated 
in the joint plan. 

He scored the government, especially 
g; A. Forister, member for Hand 
1ils; Lorne Proudfoot, member for 
Acadia, and Premier Brownlee, for 
their criticisms of the Alberta Farm 
Loan Board. He declared that the 
rural credits must be kept on a sound 
business basis 
interest rates could not be maintained 
by the Farm Loan Board if the act 
was to be turned into a political foot- 


ball, 
Farm Loan Board 

“After the $5,000,000 had been used 
up, which sum was not for Alberta 
alone, but for the whole of the domin- 
ion, Farm Loan Board bonds had to 
be floated in order to secure additional 
capital and this could not be done if 
the Farm Loan Act was turned into 
a relief measure as Was suggested in 
the legislature by one of the farmer 

nembers. 

The Liberal member for Edmonton 
also mentioned the fact that D. M 
Duggan, Conservative leader, had sup- 
ported Mr. Forister's contention and 
the object of the criticism was ap- 
parently to try and discredit the Farm 
Loan Board which was established by 
the Dominion Liberal government and 
which was now on a sound business 
basis and was refusing to play politics, 

Following Mr. Prevey's address, 
Capt. Bowen took the platform and 
opened his remarks by urging the 
Liberals to formulate a platform based 
on Liberal principles as opposed to 
class legislation, He advocated the 
holding of a provincial Liberal conven- 
tion.at an early date so as to stimu- 
jate Liberalism in Alberta. 

He then went on and reviewed the 
history of the fight for what he term- 
ed responsible government in Canada, 
saying that Liberalism and respon- 
sible government had always progress- 
ed hand in hand as opposed to class 
government and the Tory family com- 
pact style. 
Howson Speaks :

Gross Revenue is $2,148,- 
418.67—Consumption 
Was Large 


Remissions under the Gasoline Tax 
Act were made to an amount of $180,- 
030.12, in which 7,727 applicants 
benefitted, according to the annual re- 
port of the provincial secretary, avail- 
able on Wednesday by Premier J. E 
Brownlee. 
| The remissions under the Act are 
|} available to those using gasoline for 
| industrial purposes, a provision in- 
cluded in the Act at the same time 
the tax was raised from three io five 
| cents. 

Gross revenue for the calendar year 
ending December 31 last was $2,148,- 
418.67, with a consumption of gaso- 
line totalling 50,208,495 gallons. 

From January 1, 1929, to May 31, 
1929, the gas gallons consumed total- 
led 18,100,305, a total taxed on the 
basis of three cents to the gallon. 
| From June 1, when the five cent tax 
became effective, until December 31, 
there were 32,208,495 gallons con- 
sumed. 


Big Increase 

Revenue in this ae RTM showed 
an increase of $1,167,069.15 for the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1929, 
over the previous fiscal year. The to- 
tal revenue was $4,668,371.46 as com- 
pared with $3,501,302.31 during the 
previous fiscal year.

$1,566,136.71. Included in this is the 
railway mileage tax of $214,000, ped- 
dlers and other taxes. 

The Corporation tax branch yield- 
ed $606,39280; the theatres and 
amusements branch $370,869.45, an in- 
crease of $34,000 over the previous 
year, while the motor vehicles license 
branch brought in $2,124.972.50, an 
increase of more than $500,000 over 
the previous year. 

Every department showed an in- 
crease in revenue over the previous 
fiscal year. 

In all 136,355 drivers’ licenses were 
issued while motor vehicles licensed 
totalled 97,569.

Of the total drivers’ licenses eight 
have been cancelled and 71 suspended 
for periods varying up to two years,

PROTEST BILL 
TO. TRANSFER 
~ TAXING RIGHTS 


Municipal Districts Act 
Held Up 


Protests from various members of 
the house, notably Joseph T. Shaw, 
K.C., Liberal leader, George H. Web- 
ster, Liberal, Calgary, and Sam Brown, 
U.F.A., High River, halted the pro- 
gress through the committee of the 
whole assembly stage of the reprinted 
bill to amend the Municipal Districts 
Act in the legislature on Tuesday 
night. 

The cause of protest Was a clause 
which would transfer from municipal, 
districts to the provincial government 
the right to tax oll companies on their 
oil and gas production. As a result 
of said protests the government agreed 
to keep the bill in committee stage 
until further notice. 

In the proposed transfer of taxing 
rights, the municipal districts would 
retain only the right to tax structures 
above the ground. 

Those protesting the clause ad- 
| vanced as their reason the argument 
that it was unfair to those districts 
+that had struggled valiantly through 
years of depression to deprive them of 
an opportunity of replenishing their 
depleted coffers at a time when there 
was no little development takin place 
‘. the various oil-producing fields. 

In reply, Hon. R. G. Reid, provincial 
; treasurer and minister of municipal 
laffairs, stated that the mineral, oil 
and other rights belonged, with ot er 
natural resources, to the province as 
a whole, and, therefore, any benefits 
accruing by reason of taxation should 
go to the whole province. 

In response to an argument by Mr. 
Shaw, it was agreed that interested 
parties should have a chance to ap- 
pear and make any representations 
they desired to bring forward ere the 
bill was passed.
